Pork Prepared for Wolves is Accidently 
Served to Them.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., March 17.—A horrible 
story of suffering and death comes from a re- 
mote locality of the Green River country, 
about sixty miles from this city. The particu- 
lars as gathered from two gentlemen, 
John T. Laird and Abner Thompson ,who have 


just returned from that section, almost baffles 
credence. About forty miles from the mouth 
of Green River there is a wild section of wooded 
country, comprising a part of McLean and 
Muhlenberg Counties and covering perhaps an 
area ot twenty square miles, being subject to 
overfiows and infested by —— Seseeng 
fevers. It has remained undeveloped, an 
only occasionally penetrated by lumbermen 
and hoop-pole cutters. Upon a little knoll 
about two miles back from the river a solitary 
squatter had erected a hut, convenient 
forthe purpose of gathering hoop-poles for 
Oapt. Cass Whitehead of ae agen ly 
County. His name wasSamuel Wilson, and, 
with hisfamily of a wife and four children, 
bad resided here for the past twelve months. 
Being bothered by wolves he determined to 
try arsenic and saturated a part of a hog with 
the poison. Failing te tell his family of his 
action while away from the house at work, 
his wife found the poisoned pork and 
cooked it for dinner. All of the family 
ate heartily ofthe dish, but the meal was still 
unfinished when one of the children was taken 
with nauseaj and ina brief time all were — 
Bick. Wilson soon divined the horrible trut 
and started rapidly toward the river for help. 
He had gone butashort distance when he 
found that he could proceed no farther, and In 
stated dragged himeelf 
back to his house toward sunset when 
a straggling logger happened by the hut 
and lea rue the true situation, started for 
help. It was daylight the next morning

THE GERMAN EMPPRROR’S FUNERAL. 

The death of the German Emperor and the 
subsequent events up to the magnificent 
and stately obsequles of yesterday have ab. 
sorbed the attention of Europe. The 
newspapers have deen filied with 
them to the exclusten of all ether 
news. The English press publish long and 
elaborate accounts of the funeral. 

„ THREE IMPORTANT PERSONAGES. 

It le generally remarked that the absence of 
three most important figures in Germany, 
Frederick, Bismarck and Moltke, deprived 
the ceremony of much interest. There were 
none in all that splendid assemblage of Kings 
and Princes to fill their places. Anxiety with 
regard tothe health of these men on whose 
shoulders the destinies of the German Em- 
pire rest more than equalled the disap- 
pointment felt at thelr absence. Grief 
over the death of the Emperor as wmingied 
with apprebension as to what would happen 
were these supports of the country likewise 
taken away. 

APPREHENSIONS FOR EMPEROR FREDERICK. 

The public are in ignorance as to the real 
condition ofthe Emperor. No bulletins are 
issued, andthe people are left to infer that 
there has been no change in 
tion. There are disturbing rumors of 
a reourrance of the swelling in the throat and 
of general weakness, but they have no more

Ohancelior is no more 
serious than usual, and does 
not threaten to become worse while in the 
ordinary infimities of age a sudden attack 
of illness rendered it prudent for Gen. Von- 
Motke not to expose Bimself to the iunclemency 
of the weather yesterday. 

A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 

One of the most touching incidents of yes- 
terday’s funeral was at the close, when the 
body of the Emperor had been taken to the 
mausoleum and all the magnificent pa- 
geant which accompanied it thither 
had disappeared, the Kings and 
Princes had withdrawn, but no stragglers re- 
mained upon the ground. The corpse was left 
alone in the beautiful Greek vestibule of the 
mausoleum, awaiting admittance tothe inte- 
rior when the necessary alteration are made. It 
was then that the Empress Victoria, we had 
allalong shown so much womanly feeling of 
affection for the old Emperor, and the 
Grand Duchess of Baden, his daughter, with- 
out attendants, returned to the place where 
the remains reposed and spent an hour in 
tedré and prayers.

Magoificent Mourning Decorations — Im- 
preasive Scenes at the Obsequiles, 


ERLIN, March 17.—

On either side of the bridge across tbe Spree, 

over which the funeral cortege passed, five 

great barges, heavily draped in mourning, 

were anchored ,the tall masts sustaining sails of 

black bordered with white,each displaying the 

Black Eagle at haif mast, encircled by a laurel 

wreath. At the top of the masts tall pine 

trees were fastened, the whele being heavily 
festooned with crape. 

AT THE ARSENAL. 

At the Royal Arsenal two pyramids were 
constructed, emblematic of the past triumphs 
of the German armies. The riches of this 
great storehouse were freely called into requi- 
sition, and a display of warlike trophies made 
such as has probably never been equaled. 
Armour of the times of the Crusades, clubs 
and axes antedating the invention of gun- 
powder, pikes, arquebuses, and morgen 
sterns of the Thirty Years War; cannon, 
cuirasses and flint-lock muskets of the time of 
Frederick the Great, were interspersed 
with weapons of 1 more mod- 
ern date, the whole being relieved 
and set off by flags, many torn and tattered by 
buliets, the black and white of Prussia min- 
ling with the imperial black, white and red, 
the whole bordered with laurel, holly and 
evergreens. 

TWO APPROPRIATE INSCRIPTIONS. 

In front of the guard-house were two large 
pillars, one bearing in letters of gold the 
words: 

He went home, and by so doing grieved a world. 
His faithful people are in tears for him. His garteful 
capital laments him. 

And the other the words: 

To eternal peace has gone the creator of German 
unity. Careful of the world’s peace even unto 
death, 

THE HISTORIO WINDOW. 

Opposite the historic window from which the 
departed chieftain daily watched his guards 
warch pasta chapel stands, on which was 
placed a large silvercross. The central niche 
enclosed a female mourning figure cast in 
bronze. About the equestrian statue of 
Frederick the Great were hanged rows of 
enormous gas jets, which lit up the 
great square until it was as 
bright as day. A canopy, sixty feet 
high, was erected at the corner of Friedrick 
Strasse, the material being black and droop- 
ing in heavy folds, edged with the Royal 
ermine. 

Huge fires burned in front of the Cathedral, 
and at the street corners, round which the 
spectators crowded, asthe night was bitterly 


cold. 
A NOISELESS MARCH. 


The great central avenue of Unter den 
Linden was strewed with yellow sand and 
covered thickly with pine branches, upon 
which the hoofs of the horses fell 
witbout producing a sound. This noise- 
less maroh of the funeral cortege, accom- 
panied by the pondrous Culrassiers of the 
Guard end a regiment of Uhlans and Hussars 
produced a most impressive effect. 

THE HEARSE AND CATAFALQUE. 

The open hearse, bearigg the coffin of 
dark brown oak, highly polished, 
over which was spread a black 
canopy, fringed with silver, was closely sur- 
rounded by the most famous men of the em- 
pire, each of whom seemed anxious to ob- 
tain a place as near as possible to the beloved 
monarch who had so long ruled over them. The 
hearse was drawn by eight horses, caparisoned 
in black their trappings relieved by silver 
crosses. Each horse was led by acolonel of 
the staff, with the exception of one, whose 
bridle was held by Oount Von Arnim of 
the navy. Close behind was led 
thé Emperor’s horse, saddied and bridled, the 
equipment being that used by the Emperor 
when at the head of his troops. 

THE ENORMOUS THRONG. 

In spite of the hour, the crowd was one of 
the largest that ever assembled in 
Berlin. For hours after the funeral cortege 
had passed, the thong filled Unter den Lin- 
den from one side of the street to the 
other, and was 80 closely packed 
that movement was almost impos- 
sibie. Overone thousand societies and depu- 
tations, bearing flags and banners, moved 
along in the rear of the procession, and when 
the guards were removed and the popu- 
lace from the side streets poured 
into Uater den Linden the throng 
became alarming and there wns a 
constant strugzie, especially at the intergec- 
tien of Friedrich Strasse, between the pedes- 
trians and the carriages, the fo1mer generally 
coming off victorious. In order to break the 
throng the engines of the fire department 
dashed along the street, but the crowd opened 
to let th pass and closed at once in their 
wake. not until many boars had passed

this side of Blackshear, and about two 
hundred yards long, crossing Saltillo Creek. 
The engine and first mall car passed over in 
safety. A broken axle on the second mall car 
caused it to become derailed and it plunged 
off into the space below 
some twenty-five feet, followed by 
other cars. They were all piled up in one 
indiscriminate mass and splintered and 
wrecked to a fearful degree. Help soon 
arrived and the work of rescuing the wounded 
and caring for the dead began. The fermer 
were taken to Blackshear, where they all re- 
celved the best treatment possiblie, all the 
people throwing their doors wide open and 
the women tenderly caring for thejr in- 
juries. From all accounts 80 far, there are 
twenty-four killed and thirty-four wounded. 

A special train was sent from this city and 
Jacksonville, Fla., to the scene of the wreck, 
and full details cannot be obtained till they 
return. The wires are down between dere 
and Blackshear.

and car, a smoker and a day coach 
and three Puliman sieepers. When the in 
reached a point about three miles below Port 
Jackson, while running at the rate of about 
thirty miles an hour, if struck a spot where 
the rails were spread, left the track and 
traveled cighth of a mile before 
stopping. The express and b car 
turned over on its side,and the smoker turped 
to an angle of about & deg. A hole was cut 
in the forward part of the smoking car roof,’ 
from which its passengers—about twenty in 
number—escaped. None of the passengers 
were injured. The escape from fatality is 
miraculous. Four cars were off the track and 
the train — K in the most fortunate spot 
in that vicinity.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Presence of Mind of an Engineer Pre- 
vents a Fiery Herror. 


Way Cross, Ga., March 17.—The fast mail 
train, No. 27, leaving Savannah at 7 this morn- 
ing, went through the Hurricane trestie 
one and one-half miles east of Biackshear 
at 9.30 a. m. to-day. The entire train 


consisting of tender, baggage-car, smoker, 
one coach, the ullman sleeper, 
Saxon, and the private car, Minerva, 
of , „ Wilbur, President of the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company, was a complete 
wreck. The accident was caused vet ty: by 
a broken truck under the front end of the 
baggage car, causing the train to leave the 
trac and knocking down the trestie.

Superintendent Fele- 
ming and his corps of assistants 
did everything, that could de done 
The citizens of Blackshear turned out 
en masse and rendered every as- 
sistance possibie to the wornded.

The hall was crowded 
early with Anarchists and Socialists and un el- 
ement which is not allied with either 
party, though havin generally sympa- 
thy with both. here were mavy 
women and young girls in the hall, and 
clouds of tobacco smoke rolled lazily over the 
audience. The play was written by Spies be- 
fore he achieved fame at the Chicago Hay- 
market. It was presented by German com- 
any of actors under the management of Ed 
chmitz. 
The plot of the play was laid in Russia in the 
— time, and the dramatis personae were 
oth humorous and of bigh rank, Count Ig- 
natieff, Minister of the Interior; Gen. Louis 
Melikoff, Military Governor wf St. Petersburg; 
Count Schuwaloff, Minister of State, an 
Count Murajeff, Attorney-General, being rep- 
resented on the stage, besides a number of 
famous dut far more virtuous 
Nihilists. The scene opensin St. Petersburg. 
Petrowitsch, Alexowitsch, Olga von Kosow- 
sky, and Sophia von Suvanoff, Nihilists, are 
engaged in printing a call to the people to 
overthrow the government, and to“ cool their 
repressed fury in the blood of the Cesar. 
The party is arrested, the women indulging in 
many heroic sentiments, and defying their 
captors to do their worst. A trial 
follows, during which the tyrannical 
Russiens deny all justice to the accused, pre- 
vent them from proving that they have been 
tortured while in prison, and finally condemn 
them to death for high treason. The dialogue 
throughout is highly inflammatory, and the 
injustice of the government is loudly de- 
nounced. The death sentence is commuted to 
exile to Siberia, and the party sets out, suffer- 
ing all imaginable torments by the way 
from cold, hunger and the knout. When all 
are about to succumb to their privations arms 
are provided, how the author does not consid- 
er it necessary to state, the Cossacks of the 
uard are killed, and asafitting termination 
o this happy event, the news ofthe death of 
Alexander II. is received and the 
curtain falls amidst universal jubilation, 
The parts were performed with more energy 
and fervor than artistic skill, but the audience 
was highly pleased, each biood-curdling re- 
cital of wrongs or threat of vengeance being 
heartily applauded.

Further Testimony Tending to Fasten the 
Crime on Young Beal.

farmérs against the Missouri, Pacific and 
the San Francisco Railroads. 

These charges were that those roads 
had failed to keep printed schedules of 
their rates in their depots for public in- 
spection as required by law; that they 
had unlawfully entered into and were 
unlawfully carrying out a contract.agree- 
ment or combination for the pooling of 
freights between Jasper County and St. 
Louis; that their charge of 96 cents per 
hundred on first-class freight from St. 
Louis to said county was excessive, un- 
reasonable and unjust; that their charge 
of $96 per car for wheat to St. Louis was 
pnreasonable, and the fact that they 
hauled the products of Jasper County 
mines to St. Louis for 840 per car proved 
their charge of $6 more per car on farm 
products to be an unreasonable and 
unjust discrimination. 

Instead of investigating these charges 
and enforcing the penalties of the law 
against its violators, it appears that the 
Commissioners held conferences with the 
General Managers of the railways, and, 
without notifying or permitting the farm- 
ers or their committee to be present, 
sent that committee, a month after the 
charges were made, a decision which reads 
very much as if it had been dictated by 
the General Managers aforesaid. It an- 
nounces that the delay was caused by 
waiting to see the railroad officials whom 
it was necessary to confer with. It an- 
nounces that the General Managers afore- 
said have graciously consented to reduce 
the charge on wheat to $80 per car, and 
to obey hereafter the requirements of the 
law with reference to posting printed 
schedules of rates. It announces, in ef- 
fect, that .the Commissioners have 
seen no proof of an unlawful pooling 
agreement, and are willing to take the 
assurance of the General Managers that 
the farmers making the allegation cannot 
prove it, especially if nochance of proving 
itis afforded them. Then the Commis- 
sloners proceed to read the farmers a lect- 
ure on political economy, and to assure 
them that the immense discrimination 
against Jasper County’s farm products 
and in favor of her mine products is whol- 
ly in the interest of her farmers, and that 
the object and tendency of it is to fill 
Jasper County with miners and manu- 
facturers so that all of her farm products 
will be consumed at home and will not 
have to be shipped atall! The idea of the 
Commissioners seems to be that the Gen- 


eral Railway Manager is the wisest and, 


most beneficial autocrat a county can be 
bleased with, and that it is stupid and un- 
grateful for farmers to protest against his 
inscrutable decrees. 

The answer of the farmers’ committee 
to this remarkable ex parte and startling 
report of the State Railroad Commission 
should be placed in the hands of every 
Democratio farmer in Missouri,and should 
teach him to scan more closely and with 
more jealous eye the material of which 
Democratic committees and Democratic 
nominees for Railroad Commissionerships 


are composed.

PIXLEY’S PLAN. 

As the Republicans are now in a state 
ot mind to listen to novel suggestions and 
grope about for desperate expedients, Mr.

If this is simple it is so because it is 
simply a very transparent attempt to 
cheat voters with what horsemen would 
call “teaser’’ candidates—getting their 
votes on false pretenses for their favorites 
and using them to elect somebody else 
whom the voters were not thinking of or 
caring to elect. Asto the rationality or 
practicability of the plan, it suffices to say 
that the American people many years ago 
refused any longer to delegate the choice 
of a President to a small uninstructed 
body ot men.

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JUDICIAL NOMINATIONS, 

The Posr-Disraron has often urged the 
mportance of separating judicial nomi- 
nations as far as possible from the scramb- 
ling, scheming and trading that enter 
into the nomination ofa political ticket 
for State officers. If Judges must be nom- 
inated by party conventions, let it be by 
party conventions assembled to nominate 
Judges only. A convention chosen for 
that purpose only, and with no other po- 
sition at its disposal to give away or swap 
off, would have no temptation to make a 
nomination otherwise than with strict 
and sole reference to the judicial gualifi- 
cations and professional reputation of the 
candidates. The judgment of the bar 
would have due weight, or at least would 
have some chance to‘ be heard in sucha 
convention. We therefore congratulate 
the Democratic State Central Committee 
on the step they have taken in the right 
direction in calling a Judicial Convention 
to meet at Springfield for the sole purpose 
of nominating, first, a candidate for Su- 
preme Judge; and, next, two candidates 
for Judges of the Court of Appeals, the 
two latter to be chosen severally by the 
delegates from their respective Appellate 
Districts. It is to be regretted, however, 
that the delegates to this convention will 
be chosen in the several counties at the 
same time as the delegates to the Jeffer- 
son City Convention. This mixes them 
up more or less with other nominations 
and they may be selected with too much 
reference to the latter. But any separa- 
tion of judicial from other nominations 


will do some good.

Wethen took to the fields, tore 
down fences, built temporary bridges and with 
the use of shovels made very siow progress, 
At times had all the horses down at once, 
About (a. m., March 18, arrived at the scene 
ot the wreck with the surfmen neat! ex- 
hausted and frost-bitten, and the orses 
bad used up. Burned three Coston 
signkle, and at the break of day 
threw a number of shot-line on 
The people on board hauled oftthe whip- ine 
which fouled intheice. After getting it made 
fast on board with the use of the fall, we 
worked two hours before we got it hove out 
of the floating ice. Hauled off the bawser after 
a great deal of trouble.

place. Mason married Mr. Young’s youngest 
daughter, and ber death which occurred about 
four years ago was more or less mysterious. 
Mrs. Young, the widow of the deceased, and 
the other immediate members of 
his family are satisfied that all of 
the sus icions of foul play are groundless. 
Mr. oung’s two brothers, who live 
at Crown Point, are anxious bat the 
investigation go on, as they think 
it strange that they were not apprised 
of the serious Iliness of their brother when 
there was ample time to have done so.

After returning home 
from this country, Power formed the acquain- 
tance of a young lady in the west side of Lon- 
don Her father was quite wealthy, having 
made a fortune in India in 1856, and Power 
was desirous of marrying her. He was in very 
r circumstances, and Parnell lodned him 
1,000 in order that he might make a success 
of his undertaking. The young lady learned 
something of this, and finally iefused to marry 
him. However, he never returned the money 
to Parnell, and the latter could but ili afford 
eit. He finally dunned Power for the 
> debt, and then the result was that a short 
time later Power deserted the Irish cause.’’ 
It is likely that Power will not deliver 
the lecture now, though some of his friends 
still insist upon it.

The Building Completed and the Furnace 
Now on Its Way From Italy—The In-

NTIRELY apart from 
other buildings, situ- 
ated near the center of 
a handsome tract of

. terest of the passer-by.

Taking up the question of personal liberty, 
Mrs. Cairns challenged the Senator to 
show that the State has not taken 
the liberty of selling liquor from 
the citizen. No one can sell liquor 
nowadays without first paying the State for 
it. It is not a privilege inalienable now under 
the present law, but a privilege that has to be 
bought. She asked Mr. McGinniss where his 
persoual liberty is in such cases. 

Mrs. Cairns made u very impressive address, 
full of considerable emotion, feeling and sta- 
tistics. Having been the leader of the dry 
movement at Jefferson City, she gave some 
interesting bite of history earn, the way 
the localoption law was secured, he spoke 
for nearly two honrs, and was loudly applaud- 
ed many times.

When Officer I arrived 
and grasped the situation, he called the patrol 
wagon, and the dead body was taken te the 
Morgue. 

THE MURDERED MAN. 

The police understood that the murdered 
man was — Sullivan, dut could not locate 
his home or family. Later, however, Sulli- 
van’s sister-in-law called at the Morgue and 
identified him. He was about 85 years of age 
and very shabbily dressed when kilied. is 
wife, from whom he has been sep- 
arated for some time, and histwo children 
reside at 517 Lasalle street, but his own place 
of abode could not be located.

PRETTY PLAIN EAR-MARKS.

MADE A LAW. 


The Mayor Signs the New Sprinkling Ordi- 


nance—Municipal Matters. 


Yesterday afternoon Mayor Francis affixed 
hig signature to the new street sprinkling 
ordinance in approval of its provisions. To- 
morrow at noon the Board of Public Im- 
provements will meet to consider 
the matter of advertising lettings 
for street sprinkling under the 


terms of the ordinance and the contract and 
specifications drawn up by Street Commis- 
sioner Turner and adopted by a mejority vote 
of the Board, in preference to specifications 
offered by President Flad and Commissioner 
Murphy. Unless a combine to hold up 
rices has been secretly formed by the con- 
ractors or some unigoked for obstacle is en- 
countered the street Sprinkling under the new 
ordinance will pe begun within twenty-five 


days. 
LEVEE REPAIRS. 

Harbor-Commissioner Murphy and the en- 
gineer of his department, Mr. Moulton, have 
made athorough personal inspection of the 
condition of the improved wharf from one 
end to the. other forthe purpose of ordering 
repairs and reconstruction wherever they are 
necessary. The Commissioner finds that it 
will be necessary to lay granite blocks at sev- 
eral points where heavy hauling is done, 
especially at ferry landings, whart- 
boats and approaches to the elevators. 
The information gained by the inspection will 
be used in making his estimates and recom- 
mendations to the Assembly for appropria- 
tions at the opening of the next fiscal year. 
When the new repairs and reconstruction are 
madethe Levee will be in better condition 
than it has been for forty years: The Com- 
missioner is of the opinion that asmall amount 
of new work should be done at points where 
the business is increasing. 

SET ASIDE. 

An important matter was passed upon by 
the Board of Public — 4 yesterday 
at a special meeting held to consider an appli- 
cation from the Fulton Iron Works for relief 
from the penalty attached to a city contract 
that the manufactory was engaged in. It 
seems that some time ago the Board iet a 
large contract to the works named for 
the Water Department, one of the conditions 
being that a forfeiture of $50 per day would be 
paid upon failure to complete the contract 
within the time specified. The Water 
Commigsioner recommended that the time be 
extended several months, which was done by 
the votes of four of the members, Col. Flad 
and Commissioner Murphy voting against it 
because they did not think it wae acting fairly 
towards the other bidders who were told that 
the forfeiture would be insisted upon and ad- 
hered to.

A STRANGE CASE, 


Held in an Insane Asylum Through Mis- 
taken identity. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIspatca. 

ST. Paul, Minn., March 17.—Sylvester 8. 
Hall, the New Boston carpenter who disap- 
peared from his home August last when re- 
covering from a severe Ulness, has returned 
With a peculiar explanation of his absence. 
His story in brief is as follows: After bidding 
his young wife good-bye, and against ber pro- 
tests, he called on an architect in the Boston 
block to secure a contract for the con- 
struction of a building and 1 offered a lot 
in South Minneapolis in part payment for 
the work. He started out to inspect the lot 
and after cressing the Milwaukee tracks near 
the hort Line bridge became exhausted 
and fell asleep.

After arriv- 
in at the hospital he was again 
seized with a dangerous Umess, and 
confined in one 0 the warde for 
several weeks. After recovering partially 
he was examined by the hospital physicians, 
who pronounced him sane, but for some 
reason he was not discharged until the 4th of 
January last, when be was declared mentally 
sound by expert examiners. In the meantime 
his wife, who had mourned for him as dead, 
after using every effort to find him, returned 
to her parents at Cresco, Io., Where he joined 
her immediately after his release.

FURNISHED BY AN INQUIRING CITIZEN TO

Manager Durant’s Sworn Testimony Before 
the House Committee in Relation te the 
Telephone Company Analyzed in the 

* Council Chamber—Something of the 
Cost and Profits of the Bell Telephone 
Companyin This City—Arguments Used 
in Urging the Passage of the Bill Reduc- 
ing Telephone Rent. 


URING the considera- 
tion of the telephone 
bill in the Council Com- 
mittee, Citizen Fielding 
Mansfield placed the 
cemmittee in possession 
of some strong argu- 
ments in support of his 
views in favor of reduo- 
ing the rent of tele- 
phones to $50, _ e 
The facts will be inter- 
esting to all telephone 
renters. On this sub- 
ject he read the fol- 
lowing statement: 

On January 28 Manager Durant appeared 
before the House Committee on Public Im- 
provements, the telephone bill being under 
consideration and testified under oath sub- 
stantially as follows: The total revenue of the 
company was $227,520, the expenditures were 
$175,696, leaving a profit of 31.824. That 
they had in the main office thirty-three female 
operators at wages ranging from $15 to #0 per 
month. That his company paid $20 per annum 
for royalty on each instrument. Upon cress- 
examination Mr. Durant stated that his 
company was allowed a discount of 80 
per cent, which made the price actually paid 
for royalty $14 instead of $20. He was repeat- 
edly pressed to give itemized statements of 
his expenditure of $175,000 for operating ex- 
penses. He declared it impossible to do this, 
asthe accounts were all in a bunch. He 
stated thatin those towns where the charge 
was only $50 that the company paid a divi- 
dend. That it cost more to do a large busi- 
ness in St. Louis than asmall business in St. 
Joseph, but 

COULD NOT EXPLAIN WHY. 

The committee deferred further. considera- 
tion of the subject for ten days to give Mr. 
Durant time to furnish the committee with de- 
tailed information. | 

At the second appearance of Mr. Durant be- 
fore the committee he stated that his company 
paid last year for the female operators, and 
for salary of the managers, $15,360; for in- 
spectors and repairers, $7,589; making the 
total for these three items, $22,949.. In my 
published estimate I stated the work could be 
done by thirty operators at $45 per month, 
$15,000; one manager or president, $6,000, and 
fifteen inspectors and repairers, $9,000; 
making the total for same three items 
$29,000. This makes my estimate on 
those three items $6,051 more than 
the amount paid by thecompany. Mr. Du- 
rant would not and did not give any further 
details as to expenses, except that the repairs 
and new construction amounted to $20,113. 
The proposition is not to injure the company. 
If the price is reduced to $50 it Is fair te expect 
that the number of subscribers Well be doubled. 
That would make the gross income the same 
asnow. If the new construction and recon- 
struction items are kept out of the operatin 
expense account the profits would be abou 
$70,000 per annum. 

The committee postponed further consigera- 
tion of the bill for one week. 

f the figures in any essential part of my 
estimate were too low it would have been a 
very simple matter to produce the company’s 
books and make the proof, The failure to 
produce the evidence is conclusive that they 
did not have the kind of evidence that would 
upset my figures. This position is fully sus- 
tained by the fact that only three 
items produced from their books showed 
that so far as those three items are concerned 
my estimate was $6,061 above the amount ac- 
tually paid by thecompany.

The Liquor License Court to Open at Pitts- 
burg. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPpaTcn. 

PITTsBumG, Pa., March 17.—Oh Monday 
morning Judges White and Ewing will open 
the Liquor License Court. It will probably 
take six weeks to get through the list of ap- 
plications.

HOTEL PERSONALS. 
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THE DELAYED MAIL. 


It Was Distributed Without Working Any of 
the Carriers te Death. 


The several thousands of letters which did 
not come during the blizzard period from New 
York and other eastern cities, together with 
several tons of papers for the expectant West, 
have at last materialized, and mail matters 
are once more restored to normal conditions. 
The delivery for St. Louls, however, was not 
nearly as great as was antici- 
pated by the  offictals. the Post- 
office, who have experienc great relief 
in finding that their fears were by no means 
realized. The letters and newspapers in ar- 
rears were, nevertheless, not inconsiderable, 
and it is due largely to the excellent carrier 
service possessed by this city that everything 
was cleared up before yesterday afternoon 
was halt spent. On Friday evening prepara- 
tions were made at the Post-office to take 
care ot all mail that might arrive, the day 
men being added to the night force that there 
might be no delay in the _ distribu- 
tion the following morning. At 7:30 Frida 
night the Vandalia arrived trom the East wit 
two car loads of St. Louis mail, and at 10:80 
another train pulled in at the depot with three 
car loads of letters and newspapers. Alto- 

ther, there were six pouches of letters and 
rom forty to fifty sacks of papers, probably 
six times the amount of the matter usually re- 
ceived, but not sufficient to handicap the en- 
ergetic. force at che Post-office. Every- 
thing was sorted out in time for the first de- 
livery yesterday morning when each of the 190 
carriers in St. Louis was sent on his way with 
—— extra letters and an unpleasant 
urden of more bulky matter. But 200 extra let- 
ters is a innere nothing to a local letter-carrier, 
and though their pouches were overflowing 
throughout the day, they bad completed the 
distribution of both the laggard and the 
ular mall by 2:30 o’clock in the 
rnoon, or at the end of the fourth dally’ 
distribution. The work was accomplisne 
without extraordinary effort and the usual de- 
— of local matter progressed much as 
usual.

indagine how gay and light-hearted it was the 
day it went up to the studio and had its picture 
taken for this purpose. A short editorial par- 
agraph under the picture stated that I should 
plant in quick, rich soll, m rows four inches 
apart to a depth of one inch, cover lightly and 
then roll. I did so. No farmer of my years 
enjoys rolling any better than I do. we 

In a few weeks the kale came up but turned 
out to be a canard. I then waited two weeks 
more and other forms of vegetation made 
their appearance. None of them were kale. 
A small delegation of bugs which deal mostly 
with kale eame into the garden one day, 
looked at the picture on the discarded paper, 
then examined what had crawled out through 
the ground and went away. I began to fear 
then that climatic influences had been at work 
on the seeds, but I had not fully given up all 
hope. ! 

At first the plants seemed to waver and hesi- 
tate over whether they had better be wild 
parsenips or Lima beans. Then I concluded 
that they had decided to be foliage plants or 
rhubarb. But they did not try to live up to 
their portraits. Pretty soon I discovered that 
they had no bugs, which seemed to go with 
them, and then I knew they were weeds. 
Things that are good to eat always have bugs 
and worms on them, while tansy and castor 
oll go through life unmolested. 

I ordered a new style of gladiola eight years 
ago of a man who had his portrait in the bow 
of his seed catalogue. If he succeeds no better 
in resembling his portrait than his gladiolas 
dia in resembling theirs, he must be a human 
onion, whose presence may easily be detected 
at a great distance. 

Last year 1 planted the seeds of a water- 
melon which I bought of a New York seeds- 
man who writes war articles winters and selle 
garden seeds inthe spring. The portrait of 
this watermelon would tempt most any man to 
climb a nine-railfence in the dead of night 
and forget all else in order to drown his better 
nature and his nose in its cool bosom. Peo- 
ple came for miles to look at the picture of 
this melonand went away with a pleasant 
taste In their mouths. 

The plants were sluggish, though I planted 
in hills far apart each way in a rich warm loam 
enriched by everything that could make a sin- 
cere watermelon get up and hump iteelf. The 
melons were to be very large indeed, with a 
center like a rose. According to the picture 
these mélons generally grew so large and 
plenty that most everybody had to put side- 
boards on the garden fence to keep them from 
falling over into other farms and annoying 
people who had all the melons they needed. 
I fought squash bugs, cut worms, Hessian 
files, chinch bugs, ourculio, mange, pip, 
drought, dropsy, caterpillars and con- 
tumely till the latter part of August, when 
a friend from India came to visit me. I de- 
cided to cut a watermelon in honor of his ar- 
rival. When the proper moment had arrived 
and the dinner had progressed to the point of 
fruit, the tropical depths of my garden gave 
up their season’s wealth in the shape ofa low- 
browed citron about as large and succulent as 
a hot ball. 


I have had othersimilar experiences, and 1 
think we ought to do something about it if we 
can. Ihave planted the seed of the morning 
glory and the moon flower and dreamed at 
night that my home looked like a floriat’s ad- 
vertisement, but when leafy June came a 
bunch of Norway oats and a bill of corn were 
trying to climb the strings nailed up for the 
use of my non-resident vines. I have planted 
with song and laughter the seeds of the osten- 
sible pansy and carnation, only in tears to 
reap the bachelor’s button and the glistening 
foliage of the sorghum plant. I have planted 
in faith and a deep, warm soll, with pleasing 
hope in my heart and a dark-red picture on 
the outside of the package, only to harvest the 
low, vulgar jimson weed and the night-bloom- 
ing bull thistle. — 4 

Doesthe mean temperature or the average 
rainfall have anything to do with it? If sta- 
tistics are working these changes they ought 
to be stopped. For my own part, however, I 
am led to believe that our seedsmen put so 
much money into their catalogues that they 
do not have anything leit to use in the pur- 
chase of seeds. Good religion and very fair 
cookies may be produced withoutthe aid of 
caraway seed, but you cannot gather nice, fresh 
train figs of thistles or expect much of a seeds- 
man whose plants make no effort whatever to 
resemble their pictures. 

Hoping that you will examine into this mat- 
ter, and that the club will always hereafter 
look carefully in this column for its farm in- 
formation, I remain, in a sitting posture, 
yours truly, BILL.

BOARDING THE BABIES, 


EN’S CHILDREN ARE CARED FOR. 
— 2 


The South Side Nursery at Tenth and Julia 
Streetse—Amusing and Teaching the In- 
fants—The Creche and Its Features 
Daily Routine at One ot These Institu- 
tions—The Ladies Who Manage Them. 


OU will find that 
nine-tenths of the 
scrub and wash- 
women of the city 
are mothers of 
small children,“ 
said a lady who 
has spent many 
years among the 
poor of the city. 
Many have hus- 
bands and would 
be better off not if 
they had not, 
Many are widows 


and have a large brood of children to care 
for. 

What do the mothers do with the children 
when they go out to work?’’ 

Leave them at home generally, the larger 
caring for the smaller. Some women are able 
to employ a girl for a very small sum to take 
care of the house while they are away. Others 
take their children to the day nurseries. ’’ 

Day nurseries—what manner of institu- 
tions are those?’’ 

Places where mothers are permitted for a 
small charge to leave their children; places 
where the children are gladly received, 
washed, fed and amused all day. There are 
three of these institutions in St. Louis, and a 
visit to them would well repay you. Their 
patrons are women who must go away from 
home to werk or their little ones will starve, 
and yet they cannot take the children with 
them. They cannot afford to employ any one 
to remain at home with the children, and fre- 
quently cannot pay conveniently the nominal 
charge at the day nurseries. To the latter no 
charge is made, and often the child is sup- 
plied with clothing which the mother cannot 
provide. Does not all this sound well?’’ 

It dia sound very well. 

But seeing the nurseries was vastly more en- 
tertaining. 

THE SOUTH SIDE NURSERY. 

The oldest of these institutions is the South 
Side Day Nursery, at Tenth and Julia streets. 
The idea of establishing it originated among 
the ladies of the Church of the Unity, and 
though the institution is wholly non-sectarian, 
nearly all the ladies engaged in the active 
work of and for the nursery are members of 
that society. The nursery was established on 
May 8, 1886, and has continued successfully 
ever since. The building occupied fronts on 
Tenth street. It is rather old, but large 
enough for the uses to which 
it is put. There are on the 
ground floor three principal rooms. The 


large room On the south side of the entrance 
hall is used asa play-room and dining-room 
by the children. There are low tables, small 
chairs and toys. The stoveis enclosed In wire 
to prevent the unsteady infants falling upon 
it. The 1 room on the north of thé en- 
trance hall is divided by curtains into two 
apartments, the first one being the reception- 
room, and the rear one the infants’ bed-room. 
The kitchen is inthe rear of the play-room. 
On the second floor are the bath-room and the 
bed-rooms of the matron and ber assistants. 
When an infant arrives in the morning, 
which may be any time after 6:80 o’clock, it is 
bathed and the clothing which it wears is hung 
out to be aired, and a complete outfit of nur- 
se clothes are furnished. A bowl of bread 
and milk is given each child, or if it has left 
home before breakfasting a more substantial 
meal is furnished. The children then play 
until school time, when those old — to 
attend the kindergarden are sent to the Car- 
roll school, which is across Julia street and 
to the north of the nursery. The young ones 
are amused by the matron until noon, when 
— are given a substantial dinner. After 
that all the children in the nurserv are put to 
sleep in the cribs which fill 
the bedroom mentioned. They are all 
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Amusing the Infants. 


usually tired by this time, and sleep several 
hours. Should they awake the matron enter- 
tains them as best she can with the toys and 
blocks. At 8:30 all are uwakened and pre- 
pared for their supper, which is served at 4 
a’clock. The children are then ready to go 
home. Some of the mothers who go out to 
wash finish their work early in the afternoon 
and call for their children before they bave 
eaten thelr suppers. The rule of the 
nursery permits them to leave the 
children there until 6:30, but before that hour 
nearly all the children are gone. Sometimes 
the mothers are detained about their work 
and Go not call until nearly 8 o' clock. 
FOR EACH CHILD ADMITTED 
to the nursery the mothers are expected to 
pay Scents per day not so much forfthe 
money’s sake, the ladies say, as for self 
respect, for these little fees do not go far! 
meeting the expense of the nursery.’’ 
No charge is made when the mothers 
are unable to pay, and pitiful as it is this Is 
often the case. The women receive but 50 or 75 
cents per day. To pay $6 or $% rent per month, 
buy fuel, food and a little clothing, takes all 
their little earnings; and if it were hot that 
their children could be fed atthe day nursery 
their sufferings would be terrible. 
Five cents a day for each child 
than one-sixth the a mount 
costs to care for each little sne, 
The total number of children admitted for 
1887 was nearly three thousand, and each 
child cost the institution 838% cents. It was 
| said not long ago that the inmates of the Poor- 
house were maintained ata cost to the city of 
18 cents per diem. To be sure children have 
large appetites, but the difference between the 
two sums mentioned means more than that. 
It is the strongest possibie evidence of the 
good treatment the littie ones receive. 
In order to make this nursery known to those 
for whom it was established the managers had 
rinted little ciroulars. The following in- 
ormation was conveyed by that means:

belongs to the Sisters of &t. Joseph. They 
had endeavored to establish there a home for 
working girls on a pian similar to that of the 
Woman’s Christian Home on Washington 
avenue near Eighteenth street. This attempt 
was not successful, and under the patronage 
of some wealthy ladies the object of the Home 
was changed. It was made a home for girls 
out of employment, and in that has been 
highly successful. At about the time of the 
change of the direction of the work of the 
Home a portion of the 8 was 
set apart for a' Oreche. This is the 
name given day nurseries, the word 
Creche meaning cradle. The breche ros- 
ered under the kindly care of Mother Assis- 
um, but a disagreement among the ladies 
whose patronage made both the Home and 
Creche poasible caused a separation of a num- 
ber ladies from the society. Mrs. J. L. 
D. Morrison wished to emphasize 
entend the mursery feature of 
the work while a majority of the ladies cared 
rather to enlarge the Home feature. Mrs. Mor- 
rison withdrew and established in the north- 
ern part of the city, at Twenty-third and 
High streets, another che, he society 
reorganized and resolved to continue the 


Creche it had had under its charge. There 
were a number of women known to the Sisters, 
who needed the assistance they could give in 
this way, and although the children have 
never been received there, they have found 
opportunities in this Creche to do a great 
amount of good. Six children in a day is 
about the highest number received. The 
Sisters are, however, keepingin the nursery 
two little boys. Their mother died recently 
and their father, a hod-carrier, is unable to 
work on account of an injury to his foot. 
When he recovers he will take the children 
home again. 

One ofthe roomsof the nursery is on each 
Saturday the scene ofa sewing school. The 
ladies ofthe society send each week a large 
amount of cloth, flannel, etc., and all the 
poor children who lack clothing are invited 
to the 1 where garments are made for 
them. The children are taught to sew and do 
as much on their garments as they are able. 
No child need be without warm clothing if it 
will bat apply at the nursery on Saturday. 

THE CRECHEB. 

The establishment of the Creche at 9 As 
third and High streets was about eigbt months 
ago. It was placed under the direction and 
care of two Servants of the Bacred Heart. 
These religi us are popularly known as the 
Sisters of St. Mary, and were sent to the 
Creche from the infirmary at Ffteenth and 
Papin streets. After an experience of some 
months at the location named the sisters be- 
came convinced that 8 street near 
Franklin avenue would be a better place for 
the Creche, as the majority of thé mothers 
live in that vicinity. The ladies 
having the management of the 
institution being ofthe same opinion, a 
six-room house was obtained at 812 North 
Eighteenth street. The, ~~ 
house wasput in good 
order for their oc- 
cupation and is well 
patronized. The cir- 
cular distributed to 
advertise this nursery 
is as follows: 

The Creche provides a 
suitable place and means 
for caring for children 
under 6 years of age of all 
who are obliged to earn a 
living or who, from sick- 
ness or other cause, are 
unable to give this care 
and attention themselves. 

This nursery is 

non-sectarian and h 

dren of all denominations The Youngest Boarder. 
willl be received. properly washed, fed and cared 
for from 6:30 a. m. to 6:36 „ m. A charge of 10 
cents a day is asked for pad 9 child of those 

pay, but all will be received, whether 

not. Bearthis in mind and speak of it to your 
friends, that all in need of such an institution may 
know and make use of it. 

Atthe Creche, as stated, the charge of 10 
cents per child is made, but when a mother 
leaves more than one child she ls only asked 
to pay 5 cents for éach one. If she is unable 
to do this much nothing is said about charges. 
As at other institutions, mothers are not 
permitted to leave their childrenfor the day 
unless there is some ood cause. Some 
women are inclined to take advantage of such 
charities and leave their children there while 
they go pleasuring. The daily progamme for 
the little ones includes a lunch of bread and 
milk shortly after their arrival in the morning, 
a more substantial meal at. noon, another 
lunch in the course of the afternoon, anda 
28 before tney are sent away at 
night. They occupy exclusively two rooms on 
the second floor and as much more of the 
house as is necessary. When they are tired 
from play they are put to sleep in cribs of 
which there are a number. 

THE TWO SISTERS 
are occupied all the time in amusing and car- 
— for their charges. They have a woman 
with them who assists and remains there all 
night while the Sisters return to the Infirmary. 
To support this institution the ladies inter- 
ested contribute stated amounts, which, in 
aggregate make a very handsome sum. Mrs. 

; „ D. Morrison is President, Mrs. 
Peter L. Foy, Vice-President; Miss Mary Boyce, 
Secretary; Mrs. Francis A. Drew, Assistant 
Secretary; Miss Eugenia Chouteau, Treasurer; 
Mrs. Theophlle Papin, Assistant Treasurer. 
The ladies haye under consideration a plan 
for enlarging the work. in its broadest phase 
the plan eontemplates the establishment of a 
Creche in 8 parish in the city. It is proba- 
ble that this will be done or at any rate that 
several branches will be established. 

The largest number of children re- 
ceived at the South Side day nursery 
has been under thirty, and the largest number 
so far received In one day at the Oreche on 
Eighteenth street has been fourteen. The 
mothers benefited could hardly tell how they 
managed to get along before these nurseries 
were in existence, and the ladies know that 
there are many other women who could be 
ually benefited if the nurseries could be

PCLUB MEN AND SECRET SOCIETY MEMBERS 
WHO WEAR THEM. 


The Different Styles of Buttons Worn—Some 
Very Pretty Devices and Beautiful Em 
blems—Description of the Symbols of the 
Varieus Orders. 


WO years ago the 
„dude lapel button“ 
was in full blast. Now 
the insignia of the 
„dude“ is but a relic 
of the past. How-

secret societies have caught the lapel button 
rage. Anything in the button line that looks 
odd, or bears strange figures or letters, is at 
once accepted by the lodge, club or society as 
a kind of coat-of-arms, and is adopted to be 
worn by all the members.

Only last week the Executive Committee of 
the Republican National League at New York 
adopted a peculiar-looking button tobe worn 
by members of Republican clubs in the 
country. The button is oblong in shape and 
is about half an inch in length and a quarter 
inch in height. It is of white enamel and has 
three little gilded bars, forming four parti- 
tions of equal size. Inthe first is the letter 
„R, gilded; in the second the letter L.“ 
and in the other two the letters U. 8.,’’ the 
whole meaning ‘‘Republican League of the 
United States.’’ 

The 350,000 members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic wear a round bronze button 
half an inch in diameter. It contains the 
center portion ofthe star at- 
tached to the Grand Army 
badge. Around the button 
are the words: Grand Army 
ofthe Republic, 1861. Veter- 
an, 18683. Inthe centre is a 
representation of a sailor and 
a soldier in the act of carry- 
ing out the cardinal principle of the order, 
that of dispensing charity to a soldier’s widow 
and orphans. This was one of the first 
bronze buttons worn and is manufactured 
in this city of cannon captured dur- 
ing the war, under the auspices of the order. 
The different Post Quartermasters furnish the 
buttons to comrades in good standing. Capt. 
John Taylor, Quartermaster-General of the 
Grand Army, sends the supplies ordered to 
the different State Departments, which in turn 
supply them to the posts.

The button of the Confed- 
erates is not often seen. It 
would seem that few who 
fought for the lost cause are 

anzious to proclaim that 
they did so..

The Union Veteran Legion, which has spread 
so rapidly during its three years’ existence, 
has adopted a bronze shiel 
button. Around the 
border is the sentence: 

‘*We have served three 

years.’’ On the top are 

the dates, 1881-18683. 

In the centre is the 

monogram: ‘‘U, V. 

L. The border indi- 

cates the fact that only 

veterans who have en- 

listed for three years, 

or during the rebeilion, 

can enter the encamp- 

ments of the Legion. The shield is three 
fourths of an inch long and halt an inch wide. 
The button is made in Pittsburg, where the 
Veteran Legion first came into life and where 
the first encampment holds its meeting. 

The naval veterans, which include both 
sailors and marines, officers and enlisted men, 
wear a modest but ro little button. It is 
made in this city and in Chicago. It is oblong 

in shape and five-eighths by three- 
eighths of an inch in dimensions. 

It is enameled in blue with a gold 
border and shows a small Union 
Jack with silvery white stars. Upon 
this flag reste a raised anchor of 

old. This button is worn by mem- 

11 rs of the National Naval Associ- 
ation, the naval members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and of the Union Veteran Le- 
gion in addition to the insignia of these 
orders. 

The champions of the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion weara neat round button half 
an inch in diameter. It is somewhat similar 
to the insignia of the Legion of 
Honor of France. Its use dates 
back several years before bronze 
buttons were adopted by the 
Grand Army of the opublic, the 
Knights of Labor and other or- 
ganizations. it is made in this 
city and consists ofthe national 
colors, red, white and biue, blended and 
woven in silk and placed in a metal circle. It 
is worn, as are all the other society buttons, 
in asmall button-hole made for the purpose, 
at the top of the left lappel of the 
coat. There are variations from the 
standard button here described which are 
representatjve of the second and third classes 
of companions. The Loyal Legion is based 
upon the restrictions of the Society of the 
Cincinnati, and its membership is confined to 
officers of the Union army and the United 
States navy who served creditably in the late 
civil war and their descendants, there being a 
few exceptions included in which are seme of 
the war Governors. 

The Societies of the Army of the Potomac 
and the Army of the Cumberland, which in- 
cluded both officers and enlisted men who 
saw service in those armies, have buttons 

nearly similar in character. 

They are of woven silk in which 

Nare blended the colors, yellow, 

red and biue, representative 

of the three arms of the military 

service, cavairy, artillery and 

infantry. 

The button worn by the thirty- 

second degree, or Scottish Rite 

Masons, was adopted in 1758 at the Oouncil

It very closely 
resembles the coat of arms 
of Germany, which can be 
accounted for om the fact 
that Frederick” the Great 
was a strong patron of this 
branch 0 masonry.

It was not till almost ten years after the war, 
however, that the Cashes came into such bold 
prominence. Col. Cash regarded his ‘*hon- 
or’’ in the sense of the code duello above 
everytning else in the world, itis said. It 
was his Doast that he feared neither man, nor 
God, nor the devil, and be was generally 
credited with being an atheist. He was quick 
to resentan insult; but itis claimed by his 
friends that he only killed two men. One of 
these was a negro, andthe other Col. Shan- 
non, Who was slain in the tragic Cash—Shapn- 
non duel in Darlington County, in July, 1880. 
The duel brought the Cashes prominently 
before the public. It was the last fatal 
duel fought in this State, and it led to the 
passage of the anti-duelling law by the Gen- 


eral — 
the occasion for the first indictment and trial 
for murder for killing ina seek 
of a lawsuit, in which Mr. R. G. Ellerbee, a 
brother-in-law of Col. Cash, and Mr. Wienges 
were the parties. Col. Shannon represented 
Wien es, and some language in the pleadin 
alleging ‘‘fraua’’ was made the reason for the 
controversy by Col, Cash. A correspondence 
followed, and the Cashes, father and son, 
finally became so abusive that Col. Shannen 
was goaded into sending a challenge to the 
elder Cash. The parties met in Darlington 
and Shannon fell dead at nis firat shot, pierced 
through the heart by the bullet from the pistol 
of his antagonist. 
THE CASH~GHANNON DUEL. 

The duel took place at Dubose’s Bridge, at 
2:80 o’clook on the afternoon of July 5, 1880.

The Temperance Division. 

This was announced to organize at Fifteenth 
street and Washington avenue at 1:45 o’clock, 
and the streets of the neighborhood were 
thronged with the crowds that always assem- 
ble to witness the evolutions of such well- 


drilled organisations as the Walsh Zouaves 
and the Henry and Emerald Cadets. It was 
intended that this division should consist 
of these three organizations, together 
with the Total Abstinence and Benevolent 
Society and the Knights of Father 
Mathew, parading in the order named, but 
the programme was slightly aitered and the 
last mentioned body selected to accompany 
the Grand Marshal asa special escort. The 
first to appear at the rendezvous were the 
Henry Cadets, who presented a fine appear- 
ance and were marshaled on Fifteenth street 
to await the order to march. They came 
from their Armory on Fourteenth street, near 
0 Fallon, which had been handsomely dec- 
orated for the occasion with flags and bunt- 
ing. Later there assembled near Four- 
teenth street the veterens of the 
Total Abstinence and Benevolent Society, 
followed by the Walsh Zouaves and the 
Emerald Cadets, and’ as the latter fell into 
line on the north side of Washington av- 
enue, the order to march was given. 
THE WALSH ZOUAVES 
appeared atthe head of the division, forty-

Foggs commanding, together 
with First Lieutenant Henry Sticker and Sec- 
ond Lieutenant W. Dempsey, Company B 
was thirty-two strong, Capt. Edward 6. 
Sticker coMmanding, John W. Blake, First 
Lieutenant and Charles O'Neill Second Lieu- 
tenant. In Company O were thirty-six cadets 
commanded by Capt. Patrick Carroll, with 
Fred Laufkether First Lieutenant and Gus 
Farrell Second Lieutenant. The battalion 
was accompanied b its own drum 
corps of twelve pieces and b 1 
carriage in whieh were seated Rev. Fathers 
Lavery and O. J. McDonald. The flag borne 
by the Henry Cadets was peculiarly handsome, 
having beén presented to them by Mrs. Gen. 
Frost during Grand Army week. The Mis- 
souri coat-of-arms appears on a blue ground, 
while the body of the flag is limnedin stripes 
of red and white. It isof fine silken texture 
and fringed with golden-colored braid. Much 
admiration was bestowed upon it at the 
Grand Army Encampment, and the 
war Governors present at the time 
are credited with the recommendation that 
each State adopt a standard similar in model 
and design. 
THE EMERALD CADETS, 
who are credited with being one of the most 
perfectly drilled organizations of the kind in 
the country, did not belie their reputation 
when they fell into line as the third detach- 
ment of the temperance division. They 
were three companies, each thirty 
under the respective com- 
or Lieut. Thomas Costigan, 
Sergt. McOue and Sergt. Cornelius Toole. Ac- 
companying them were their own fife and 
drum corps of twenty-five pieces, under oom- 
mand of Oapt.

‘*FUN’’ ON THE ELEVATED TRAINS. 

The next morning (Monday) the fun began 
that is for the Dakota people generally and 
some of the New Yorkers, In particular those 
who could take a joke.

A train which left Harlem shortly after 9 
o’elock did not reach Fourteenth street until 
after 11.

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ABOUT SLATE PENCILS, 


How They Are Made—The Only Factery in 
the United States. 


-| N the northwestern 

part of the town of 

Castleton, Rutland 

Co., Vt., is the only 

manufactory of 

slate pencils in the 

United States. The 

slate rock as it 

comes from the 

quarry is first sawed 

into blocks as wide 

as the slate pencil 

is long. These blocks are easily split into 
slabs a little thicker than the finished pencll, 


which is about five-sixteenths of an inch. 
These are passed through a planing-machine 
and emery belt, which 
makes even and smooth. 
Next they are ushed into the 
jaws of a machine called a ‘‘crocodile,’’ 
which consists ofa pair of steel plates, in the 
under one of which are six rows of curved 
knives, each being set so as to cut a lIittie 
deeper than the preceding one. These plow 
out parallel groves half-way through the slab, 
which ig then turned and laid on a steel plate 
at bag. ridges which just fit these grooves. 
This slides back under the six rows of teeth of 
another ‘‘crocodile,’’ which cuts the groeves 
on the other side and leaveg the square pencils 
side by side. 

They are then rounded and pointed by hold- 
ing them on an emery belt, and one man can 
thus sharpen about 8,000 a day. 

This factory makes 80,000 pencils daily, and 
employs twenty-five hands. We might won- 
der where so many pencils go, but when we 
consider that there are one or two million 
school boys and girls, and many of them 
rather careless, and that slate pencils are 
easily broken, we haveno doubt the factory 
will have its hands full’’ to supply the de- 
mand. 

The old way ot making pencils was to saw 
them out square from the slab one by one. 
They were then boxed and distributed among 

oor families, who whittied them round by 

and for about a half a dollar a thousand. 

Pencils are made from siate much softer 
than the slates upon which they are used, and 
very nice pencils are made from soapstone.
